We  will  use  every  pre- 
caution in  crating  and  packing  and  do  everything  in  our  power  to  put  plants- 
through  in  good  condition. 

PAYMENT.  Invariably  cash  before  shipping.  To  reserve  orders  for 
future  shipment,  one-fourth,  cash  must  accompany  order  and  balance  be- 
fore plants  are  shipped. 

PACKING.  No  charge  for  boxing  or  packing.  Everything  is  delivered 
F.  0.  B.  trains  at  rates  given  in  this  Price-list,  yet  we  use  every  precaution 
to  see  that  your  order  is  well  packed  and  properly  boxed. 

NO  ORDER  TOO  SMALL.  Your  order  for  twenty-five  plants  will  re- 
ceive the  same  care  and  attention  as  will  an  order  for  twenty-five  thousand. 

TRUE  TO  NAME.  We  use  every  precaution  to  have  our  plants  true 
to  name  and  believe  we  make  fewer  mistakes  than  do  firms  who  are  selling 
every  variety  under  the  sun,  yet  we  will  not  be  responsible  for  any  sum 
greater  than  cost  of  stock  poving  untrue  to  name  and  in  no  way  will  we 
be  responsible  for  the  crop  grown.

GENERAL  INFORMATION.  We  cannot  waste  space  to  go  into  de- 
tained information  as  to  the  type  of  soil  best  adapted  for  strawberry  cul- 
tivation, neither  shall  be  take  up  the  matter  of  how  the  roots  should  he 
trimmed  and  blossoms  clipped,  ways  for  best  setting  and  cultivation,  or  as 
to  the  proper  mating  of  the  pistillate  variety  (female  generally  referred 
to  as  imperfect  blooms  and  are  marked  in  the  Price-list  Imp.)  with  the  bi- 
sexual variety  (male  variety  generally  referred  to  as  perfect  blooms  and 
are  marked  in  the  Price-list  as  Per.),  yet  all  these  points  are  worthy  of 
careful  consideration.  We  will  be  glad  to  give  you  full  information  on  these 
points  providing  you  need  this  information.  We  do  not  claim  to  possess 
the  wisdom  of  Solomon,  but  having  practically  grown  up  in  a strawberry 
patch  and  havin  gbeen  in  the  business  thirteen  years  for  ourseles,  there 
may  be  just  a few  things  we  know  which  would  be  of  interest  to  the  be- 
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ginner,  and  for  the  asking,  our  information  is  yours.  However,  there  is  one 
word  we  wish  to  say,  Set  Your  Plants  Early;  ninety  per  cent  of  failures 
come  from  late  planting. 

TO  CUSTOMERS  NORTH  OF  US.  It  is  a fact  that  your  seasons  are 
later  than  ours,  yet  it  will  be  of  mutual  interest  for  us  to  do  business  to- 
gether. We  would  suggest-  that  you  order  your  plants  during  March  and 
April,  before  they  are  too  far  advanced,  and  on  receipt  of  the  plants  open 
the  bunches  and  place  them  in  thin  layers  in  trenches  dug  just  deep  enough 
to  receive  plants,  heel  them  in,  then  cover  lightly  with  straw  for  protec- 
tion; you  will  then  have  the  plants  in  the  very  best  condition  when  your 
conditions  are  right  for  planting. 

VARIETIES.  We  do  not  grow  every  variety  of  strawberry  under  the- 
sun  or  do  we  advise  the  grower  to  set  too  many  varieties,  as  he  will  find 
that  he  can  market  his  crop  of  fruit  to  a much  better  advantage  if  his  load 
consists  of  one  or  two  varieties.  We  have  carefully  selected  the  Varieties 
that  are  Making  Money  for  the  Growers  of  Strawberries  all  over  the  United 
States,  varieties  that  are  well  adapted  to  almost  every  type  and  condition 
of  soil.  The  Varieties  that  are  Money  Makers  to  the  Man  who  Plants  them.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  V.  R.  ALLEN’S  MONEY  MAKING  AND

WOLVERTON.  (Per.)  Have  fruited  Wolverton  for  several  years  and 
Rnd  it  to  be  much  in  demand.  Is  a good  plant  maker  and  produces  an  abund- 
ance of  fine  large  berries.  Suited  to  all  soils  that  will  grow  strawberries 
and  does  much  better  on  high,  light  soil  than  a great  many  other  varieties. 
Long  ripen  season  from  early  to  mid-season.  Fine  shipping  qualities  also 
excellent  table  fruit.  Try  it. 


Mil  D’S  NO.  1.  (Imp.)  Originated  at  Bridgeville,  Delaware,  and 
“brokers  here  buy  it  readily.  Ripens  with  Wolverton,  great  plant  maker 
and  will  bear  extra  heavy  crop  of  fruit  of  ordinary  size,  a great  long  dis- 
tance shipper,  stands  up  well.  A popular  way  of  planting  around  Bridge- 
ville is  to  plant  Myer’s  No.  1 and  Wolverton  in  same  row,  by  setting  every 
third  plant  with  Myer’s  No.  1.  They  mate  well  together  and  a great  many 
.growers  believe,  by  this  method,  that  they  pick  more  quarts  of  berries  per 
acre.  We  do  not  consider  them  as  good  table  fruit  as  the  Wolverton. 
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AROMA.  (Peri)  Generally  classed  as  a late  berry;  with  us  medium 
to  late,  usually  ripens  between  Wolverton  and  Gandy,  therefore  coming  right 
at  the  time  when  there  is  few  berries  on  the  market.  Good  prices  are  al- 
was  assured  for  the  Aroma.  Truly  it  is  one  of  the  Big  Money  Making  Va- 
rieties. This  berry  is  know  under  several  local  names:  sometimes  called 
the  “Allen  Berry,”  more  popular  as  “High  Land  Gandy.”  Well  adapted 
to  all  soils,  has  a beautiful  green  cap,  very  large,  roundish  fruit  of  a rich, 
bright  color,  flavor  the  best.  No  difference  whether  you  are  planting  a 
garden  spot  for  table  use  or  acres  for  heavy  shipments,  you  cannot  make 
any  mistake  in  planting  Aroma;  being  a perfect  flowering  variety,  does  just 
as  well  when  planted  alone  as  when  planted  besides  other  varieties.  While 
this  is  one  of  the  old  standard  varieties,  it  still  continues  to  grow  in  popu- 
larity; not  quite  the  plant  maker  of  most  varieties  yet  will  pick  more 
quarts  of  berries  per  row  than  many  other  varieties.

EARLY  OZARKS.  (Per.)  Originated  in  1902  by  Charles  Shull.  Does 
well  in  all  sections.  Extra  early  market  berry  also  a good  one  for  the  home 
garden.  It  is  a strong  pollenizer.  Berry  large,  round-conic,  dark  crimson, 
flesh  dark  red,  sub-acid,  ery  good. 

BEDER-WOOD.  (Per).  Berry  medium,  plants  erect,  flesh  light  red, 
medium  firm,  early. 

GANDY.  (Per.)  Very  late.  The  berry  that  has  paid  off  more  mort- 
gages in  Sussex  County' than  any  other  variety.  If  you  have  “Gandy  land” 
he  sure  to  set  Gandy,  but  never  under  any  circumstances  plant  Gandy  on 
high,  light  land.  Our  supply  of  plants  is  large. 

BIG  JOE  (Joe  Johnson).  Originated  by  J.  H.  Black,  Son  & Co.  One 
of  the  Big  Money  makers.  Berry  always  attracts  buyers  and  commands  the 
yery  highest  prices  of  the  market.  Cap  large,  light  green;  berry  large, 
round-conic,  dark  crimson,  flesh  medium  red,  firm,  sub-acid.  One  of  the 
best  late  varieties.  Don’t  fail  to  order  Big  Joe. 

CRIMSON  CLUSTER.  (Per).  Originated  in  Anne  Arundel  County 
Maryland,  about  1902.  Very  much  resembles  the  Gandy  but  is  a little 
better  pollenizer  and  will  produce  on  lighter  land  than  the  Gandy.  Berry 
large,  round  to  wedge  shape,  light  crimson,  flesh  red,  very  firm.  Good 
table  berry  also  shipper.  Season  about  three  days  earlier  than  Gandy. 

MARSHALL.  (Per.)  Flesh  dark  red,  juicy,  mid-season.  A standard 
variety  for  home  use. 

BRANDYWINE.  (Per.)  Originated  at  West  Chester,  Pa.,  in  1895. 
Medium  late.  Valued  in  many  berry  districts. 

WARFIELD.  (Imp.)  Originated  in  Illinois.  A handsome  berry  that 
requires  cool  weather  with  plenty  of  moisture. 

SEN  DUNLAP.  (Per).  Originated  in  1890  by  J.  R.  Reasoner.  Plant 
•small  but  vigorous.  Grown  very  extensively  in  the  northern  part  of  North 
America.  Berry  medium  large,  glossy  bright,  dark  crimson. 

GLEN  MARY.  Berry  large,  lark  scarlet,  flavor  mild,  sub-acid  to  sweet, 
a favorite  in  New  England. 

CRESCENT.  Plants  tall  with  smooth  slender  leaf  stalks.  The  most 
valuable  part  of  the  Crescent  is  its  productiveness. 
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SAMPLE.  (P).  Sometime  called  Wonder.  Originated  at  Reading, 
Mass.,  in  1894.  Berry  large  round  conic  very  regular,  dark  crimson,  flesh 
dark  red,  very  firm,  sub-acid  medium  late.  A standard  variety  commonly 
pollinated  Aroma  and  Paisons  Beauty. 


PARSON  BEAUTY.  (S).  A great  berry,  originated  at  Parsonsburg, 
Md.  Berry  medium  large,  irregular  conic  to  wedge.  Bright  crimson,  a good 
all  around  berry  and  a Money  Maker.  Does  well  in  almost  any  state,  very 
valuable  in  Delaware  and  Maryland.  A fine  table  berry  and  among  the  most 
valuable  to  plant  if  you  are  expecting  to  sell  to  the  preserving  and  crushing 
trade.  I believe  that  you  will  pick  more  quarts  of  fine  big  berrys  from 
Parson  Beauty’s  than  almost  any  other  variety.  Be  sure  to  try  it. 
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STEVEN’S  LATE.  Large  late  berry,  very  valuable  in  good  seasons, 
but  rots  quick  when  weather  is  wet  and  warm. 

HAVERLAND.  (P.)  Plants  large  upright,  foliage  abundant.  Popu- 
lar for  home  use  and  near  markets.  Very  productive  and  pleasing  appear- 
ance. Too  soft  for  shipping  long  distance.  Parson  Beauty  is  a good  pollin- 
izer  for  Haverland. 

EARLY  JERSEY  GIANT.  (S.)  A good  early  berry  for  fancy  trade. 

ARINGTON.  (S.)  Originated  189  5 at  Abington,  Mass.  Berry  medium 
to  large  size,  round  wedge  shape,  bright  crimson  flesh,  light  red,  mid-season. 

SUCCESS.  (S.)  Berry  large  bright  crimson,  medium  very  valuable 
for  near  markets. 


DR.  BURRELL.  (S.)  Berry  medium,  slightly  necked,  flesh  dark  red, 
very  fine,  mid-season. 

KLONDYKE.  (S.)  Early  very  heavy  cropper  and  of  fine  shipping 
qualities  that  will  stand  up  as  a long  distance  shipper.  A good  money  maker. 

MISSIONARY.  (S.)  Early,  does  remarkably  well  in  the  South. 

EXCELSIOR.  An  old  standard  early  sort. 

MICHELS  EARLY.  (S.)  Very  early  berry,  small,  but  a good  long 
distance  shipper. 

LUMPTON.  Very  late  and  very  good. 

MARSHALL.  A favorite  sort  among  market  gardners  who  practice 
hill  culture  and  manure  heavily.  Large  in  size;  fail  completely  on  poor 
sandy  land. 

McALPIN.  (S.)  Berry  large  and  will  make  the  grower  money,  mid- 
season. 

HEFLIN  EARLY.  Berry  medium  round,  bright  crimson,  flesh  bright 
red,  sub-acid,  very  good. 

SUPERIOR.  (S.)  This  is  one  of  the  sure  cropers  and  very  prolific, 
berry  only  average  size,  the  yield  per  acre  is  large.  Suitable  to  all  types  of 
soils  and  weather  conditions.  If  you  are  looking  for  a berry  that  will  bear 
a crop  of  fruit  under  any  conditions,  then  try  Superior.

This  certifies  that  I have  this  day  examined  the  nursery  stock  and  prem- 
ises of  the  Nurseries,  of  Y.  R.  ALLEN,  at  Seaford,  Sussex  County,  Dela- 
ware, and  that  said  nursery  stock  is  apparently  free  from  crown  gall,  peach 
yellows,  peach  rosette,  the  San  Jose  scale,  and  all  other  plant  diseases  and 
insects  of  a seriously  dangerous  nature,  that  may  be  transferred  on  nursery 
stock. 

This  certificate  may  be  revoked  by  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  for 
cause,  and  it  is  invalid  after  August  31,  1921  and  does  not  include  nursery 
stock  not  grown  on  the  above  named  premises  unless  such  stock  is  covered 
by  certificate  of  a State  or  Government  officer  and  accepted  by  the  State 
Board  of  Agriculture.
